The Narberth branch of the 
League of Women Voters, whose 
next meeting is scheduled for Mon- 
day afternoon, are faced with the 
prospect of being without a meeting 
place, according to a statement this 
week by several of the officers. 

According to the league, arrange- 
ments were completed several weeks 
ago, in which the Recreation Board 
granted permission to the women to 
hold their monthly meetings in the 
American Legion room of the Com- 
munity Building, free of charge. 

Two months ago Council appoint- 
ed a property committee, with 
Robert F. Wood as chairman, to 
supervise Borough buildings. This 
committee, upon organizing, estab- 
lished a set of rates to be charged 
for the use of the building by other 
organizations than the girl scouts, li- 
brary and Legion, this charge to 
defray a part of the expense of run- 
ning the building. 

The league was informed last 
week that their meetings would 
have to fall under this ruling. The 
women protested and called atten- 
tion to the understanding with the 
Recreation Board. The property 
committee then informed the league 
that any former rulings were re- 
scinded, and that after Monday's 
meeting, the use of the building 
would entail a charge. 

The officers of the League of 
Women Voters, who had felt ''all 
set" for the season, then went back 
to the Recreation Board for an ex- 
planation, and found that this body 
was apparently in -.the-.-idark -a& te- 
its authority in the premises. They 
were told that Council had been 
asked last month to define the du- 
ties of the Board, but that the mat- 
ter had been tabled. 

Representatives of the Women 
Voters are planning to attend the 
meeting of Council Monday night, 
in order to find out where they 
stand. They claim that if free use 
of the building is now granted to 
three organizations, the league, a 
public body, should be equally fav- 
ored.

The intention of Main Line resi- 
dents to oppose any attemps of in- 
dustrializing this section was voiced 
by the Rev. Dr. Andrew Mutch, 
pastor of the Bryn Mawr Presby- 
terian Church, at the annual meet- 
ing of the Main Line Citizens' Asso- 
ciation in the Woman's Club build- 
ing at Ardmore Monday night. 

The meeting marked the organi- 
zation's fortieth birthday in cele- 
bration of which a big cake with 
two score lighted candles was cut. 
Reminiscences of the days when the 
Main Line was open farm country 
before automobiles and regular train 
service developed bustling commun- 
ities featured the gathering. 

John W. Townsend, of Bryn 
Mawr, who is eighty-four, recalled 
the time when all surrounding high- 
ways were dirt roads, except Lan- 
caster Pike, which was "paved" with 
rough-cut stones. 

"There were no accidents at grade 
crossings in those times," said Mr. 
Townsend, "because trains to and 1 
from the city were quite infrequent. 
I remember in the 6o's the little 
wooden shanty that was the rail- 
road station at Athesville, now Ard- 
more, and alongside just two tracks, 
with grass and weeds growing high 
between them." 

"We are proud of these suburbs 
and we wish to keep them suburban 
and not industrial," said Dr. Mutch. 
"The association's housing commit- 
tee has done much good work in this 
connection by helping frame a build- 
ing code. 

"It has saved us from some types 
of building which would have been 
a blot on the beauty of this locality. 
The committee's survey is helping 
those in authority to keep clear the 
vision of the fine possiblities that 
still remain for the best development 
of these suburbs." Tracing the his- 
tory of the association, Dr. Mutch 
also referred to the days before the 
Main Line had developed into a 
chain of live communities all linked 
to each other and to Philadelphia 
by increasing motor traffic and regu- 
lar train service. 

"We speak of the 'wild and 
woolly West' The Bryn Mawr 
Citizens' Protective Association 
was organized in 1880, principally 
as a means of routing tramps who 
committed robberies in passing 
through the region. Its papers 
set forth its purpose to be 'the 
suppression of vagrancy and the 
maintenance of la wand order.' It 
employed officers who were paid 
from public subscriptions. 

"In 1888 this body was joined 
in wedlock with the Relief Asso- 
ciation of Bryn Mawr and Vicin- 
ity, the charter of which had been 
issued two years earlier over such 
names as those of J. B. Garrett, 
Josiah Pearce. Parker Shortridge, 
Wayne McVeagh and William 
Hamilton Miller, for "the relief of 
worthy persons who need tem- 
porary assistance.' " 

With the increase in population 
and the springing up of other 
communities and the need for 
widening its scope of action the 
name of the bodies which had 
joined as the Bryn Mawr Citizens' 
Association was changed to its 
present title in I'.MO, Dr. Mutch 
explained. 

Robert W. Lesley, president of 
the association, presided at the 
meeting. He was re-elected to- 
gether with the following, whose 
names were submitted by the 
nominating committe, of which 
Benjamin H. Ludlow, former 
State Representative, was chair- 
man ; Edward Y. Hartshorne, Dr. 
Mutch, John S. Clarke, Mrs. 
Walter B. Stephenson and Alfred 
M. Collins, vice presidents; Al- 
fred C. Maule, secretary ; Richard 
J. Hamilton, treasurer; W. Logan 
MacCoy, solicitor. 

Robert Clothier. W. D. Lober 
and Mrs. R. F. Tull were added 
to the directorate last night. Other 
directors re-elected are Carl P. 
Birkinbine, William H. Hutt, Mrs. 
Gideon Boericke, Mrs. Harland, C. 
Nicholson. Dr. A. Lovett Dewees.

GIFT ACKNOWLEDGED 

Buy New Shelves and Lighting Fix- 
tures for Library. 

No more appropriate place than 
these columns could be found for 
the proper acknowledgment by 
the Library of the contribution of 
$250 which has been received 
within the past week from the Civic 
Association, for the money was a 
part of the sum derived by the 
Civic Association from the sale of 
"Our Town" to the present ed- 
itor and publisher. This sale was 
a part of the preliminary steps in 
the disbandment of the Civic As- 
sociation, and the check was sent 
to the Community Library Asso- 
ciation by Mr. Ralph S. Dunne, 
the last president of the associa- 
tion. 

The Library trustees at their 
regular monthly meeting last 
Tuesday evening authorized the 
use of as much of the Civic Asso- 
ciation fund as might be necessary 
to purchase and install additional 
lighting fixtures which, have been 
repeatedly demonstrated as being 
urgently " needed to give better 
light for finding books on the 
shelves. The trustees authorized 
also the purchase from the same 
fund of additional shelves, to 
match those already installed and 
to provide for the steady increase 
in the collection of books. 

The growth of the public use of 
the library has continued so stead- 
ily that already the equipment 
which seemed quite adequate less 
than a year ago is now becoming 
crowded. That same increase in 
the public use of the Library 
also requires that all available in- 
come shall be spent on books, both 
current and standard, with the re- 
sult that, lacking some additional 
funds such as those so generously 
provided by the Civic Association, 
it would be practically impossible 
for the Library to care for both 
requirements.
